Cairo, 111., Feb. 21.—Police officers 
are searching the city tonight for a 
negro suspected of purse snatching 
and another clash between the au­ 
thorities and the citizens is feared 
if the man is caught.

against the negroes, and intensity 
was added to this sentim ent this af­ 
ternoon when negroes, it is charged, 
made insulting gestures at the per­ 
sons in the funeral procesion that 
was following the body of Alexander 
Halliday, killed Thursday night in an 
attack on the jail to the cemetery. 
Claim Negroes Aet insultingly 
Nearly 600 persons attended Halli­ 
day^ funeral and accompanied the 
body to Mounds, ill., on a special 
train. As the train 
was 
passing 
through the negro district east of 
Cairo negroes collected to watch its 
passage. At T hirty-Fiisl street, mem­ 
bers of the funeral party charge, an 
insulting demonstration 
was made. 
An effort was made to organize a 
party on the train during the return 
trip to wreak summary revenge on 
the negroes, but no disturbance re­ 
sulted. An unidentified man created 
a disturbance at the cemetary by de­ 
manding permission to make a speech 
over the grave, but he was hurried 
away. He said he was a friend of 
Halliday and that he had been run 
out of town by the police. 
Police Hunting Purse-G rah lier 
The negro the police are after to­ 
night is believed to have been associ­ 
ated with John Pratt, the negro who 
escaped lynching by the Sheriff de­ 
fending the jail. If he is caught an 
effort may be made to take him 
away from the police militia petao 
away from the police before the ma- 
litia can interfere. The militia pa­ 
trols the streets tonight 
Several 
small crowds were dispersed through 
out the day. 
Future Outbreaks Feared 
The bitterness of feeling against 
the negroes is manifested in threats 
and rum ors of future demonstrations. 
Women generally are carrying re­ 
volvers and are urging their hus­ 
bands and male relatives to shoot to 
kill if attacked. The special Grand 
Jury which has been expected to 
investigate the riot probably will be 
dissolved 
tomorrow. 
Judge 
Butner, 
who instructed the jury, conferred 
with Sheriff Nellis today and later 
announced he would decide whether 
a new' jury is necessary. There are 
four negroes on the jury. 
Sheriffs Home Guarded 
The home of Sheriff 
Nellis 
is 
guarded by militia and he is given 
a militia escort when he leaves the 
court house. Feeling is against him 
for appointing negro deputies and al­ 
lowing H alliday’s body to lie in the 
front of the jail three hours. Adjt. 
Gen. Dickson, Gov. ©eneen’s personal 
representative, declares that Sheriff 
Nellis was not ordered by the Gov­ 
ernor to perm it the body to lie on 
the ground. 
Sheriff’s Wife Prostrate 
•Mrs. Nellis, wife of the Sheriff* 
collapsed this morning 
under 
the 
strain, and Is now under the care of 
a doctor. She is one of the women 
who are carrying revolvers. 
The ministers in their pulpits to­ 
day united in urging the citizens to 
support the law. 
The Rev. Frank 
Thompson of the 
First 
Christian 
church said: 
‘INO American whose heart is fill­ 
ed with [fission for the Common­ 
wealth can approve mob law, yet 
things have occurred here which, if 
they had not moved Cairo’s brave 
men to deeds—daring and desperate 
deeds—and Cairo's fair

tears, would have lowered them to 
the level of the unfeeling ox, which 
calmly feeds as his comrade suffers 
or dies.”

Secretary Ballinger Does Not 


Enough Evidence to Fire

21.—Secretary 
Ballinger of the Interior Department 
today dismissed the charges of mis­ 
conduct in off ce against 
John 
D. 
Benedict, superintendent, and Calvin 
Ba I lard ti Frederick H. Umholtz and 
W alter Falwell, supervisor of Indian 
Schools in Oklahoma. The charges 
were filed several weeksago and have 
been thoroughly investigated by of­ 
ficials ot the Indian Bureau. Pending 
the investigation the men were sus­ 
pended. They w'ill not be reinstated 
for the reason that their positions 
will be abolished. Secretary Ballinger 
said this ajternoon: 
“Investigation 
has 
disclosed 
the 
tact that the evidence wras not suf­ 
ficient to w arrant the dismissal of 
any of those officers; however, de­ 
fects in their sustem under which 
they were working made a change 
necessary, in view' of the fact that 
tin* indian office has the equipment 
and capacity to carry on this edu­ 
c a tio n a l work, it was deemed advis­ 
able .to place the entire m atter un­ 
der the control of the Commissioner 
of Indian Affairs and abolish the po­ 
sitions March I. Supervisor Li pp of 
the Indian service, w'ho relieved Su­ 
perintendent Benedict upon his sus­ 
pension, aas been directed to remain 
temporarily in charge of the schools 
pending the reorganization by the 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs.

An unidentified man created 
a disturbance at the cemetary by de- 
manding permission to make a speech 
over the grave, but he was hurried 
away.

was added to this sentiment this af- 
ternoon when negroes, it is charged, 
made insulting gestures at the per- 
sons in the funeral procesion that 
was following the body of Alexander 
Halliday, killed Thursday night in an 
attack on the jail to the cemetery. 


Claim Negroes Act Insultingly 


Nearly 600 persons attended Halli- 


j day's funeral and accompanied the 
body to Mounds, 111., on a special; 
train. As the train 
was 
passing 


through the negro district east of 
Cairo negroes collected to watch its 
passage. .At-ThirtjwElrst street,,uieia^ 
bers of the funeral party charge, an 
insulting demonstration was made. 
An effort was made to organize a 
party on the train during the return 
trip to wreak summary yevenge on 


i the negroes, but no disturbance re- 
sulted. An unidentified man created 
a disturbance at the cemetary by de- 
manding permission to make a speech 
over the grave, but he was hurried 
away. He said he was a friend of 
Halliday and that he had been run 
out of town by the police. 


Police Hunting Purse-Crabber 


The negro the police are after to- 


night Is believed to have been associ- 
ated with John Pratt, the negro who 
escaped lynching by the Sheriff de- 
fending the jail. If he is caught an 
effort may be made to take him 
away from the police militia petao 
away from the police before the ma- 
lltla can interfere. The militia pa- 
trols the streets tonight. 
Several 


small crowds were dispersed through 
out the day. 


Future Outbreaks Feared 


The bitterness of feeling against 


the negroes is manifested in threats 
and rumors of future demonstrations. 
Women generally are carrying re- 
volvers and are urging their hus- 
bands and male relatives to shoot to 
kill if attacked. The special Grand 
Jury which ha*s been expected to 
investigate the riot probably will be 
dissolved tomorrow. Judge Butner, 
who Instructed the Jury, conferred 
with Sheriff Nellis today and later 
announced he would decide whether
